introduced resolutions which, it is said, 
to a considerable extent, represent the 
views of the Maryland delegation in 
congress. After reciting the opinion of 
Admiral Dewey in the recent court of 
inquiry the resolutions recite as fol- 
lows: 


"That the opinion and finding of Ad- 


miral George Dewey be hereby endorsed 
as the only opinion and finding justified 
by the evidence adduced and pertinent 
facts established befor'e the court of in- 
quiry.

Debate In the House on the 


Philippine Revenue Bill 


PAYNE SETS BALL ROLLING 


Compares Spanish Rates and Those 


Fixed 
by 
Commission—Swansea 


Starts Off Argument For Democrat* 
—Views of Visitors to the Islands 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The bill to pro- 


Tide temporary revenues for the Phil- 
ippine islamls was debated in the house 
yesterday" and will be voted on today at 
4 o'clock It was the first debate of the 
session. Several lively exchanges and 
•o impassioned speech by, Mr. DsAr- 
wond of Missouri, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Uie Philippines, in 
opposition to the retention of the isl- 
ands, were the features. 


Mr. Payne, ihe floor leader of tHo ma- 


jority, opened for his side, nnd owing 
to the indisposition of Mr. Richavdson, 
the floor leader of the minority, the task 
of opening for the Democratic side de- 
volved upon Mr. Swan«on of Virginia. 
Mr. Payne, in opening the debate, care- 
fully explained the purpose of the bill, 
which already has been set forth in hia 
report. 


Mr. Payne reviewed at some length 


the events leading up to the formation of 
the tariff. He contrasted the Spanish 
rates with those fixed by the commis- 
sion. He explained that the commis- 
sion also had deemed it wise to con- 
tinue a portian of the old Spanish ex- 
port tax on hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
owing to the difficulty of levying and 
collecting a land tax. He also explained 
the feature of the bill providing for the 
extension of the navigation laws of the 
United States to the islands and the 
permission it granted to foreign vessels 
to ply between Philippine and Amer- 
ean ports until January, 1905. 


•During Mr. Payne's speech there was 


'Quite a colloquy between Mr. Gainea 
(Tenn.), who visited the islands last 
summer, and Mr. Payne. The latter de- 
scribed the success of the Philippine 
commission, and asserted that the Re- 
publicans were trying to lift the Fili- 
pinos to American citizenship. 
Mr. 


Gaines declared the constitution and 
flag should be carried to the Philippines. 


Mr. Payne also had a brief controversy 


with Mr. Wheeler (Ky.) in which the 
latter asserted that aggregate capital 
had the assurance that the attorney 
general would not prosecute the trusts 
and that was why they existed. Mr. 
Payne declared that Mr. Wheeler did 
Dot believe his own assertion any more 
than he (Payne) believed it. 


i Mr. Payne closed his speech at 1:20 
'o'clock and was followed by Mr. Swan- 
8on, who declared that none of the ben- 
efits for the Filipino people spoken of 
could accrue through the agency of the 
pending bill. The voice of the floor 
leader of the majority, he said, was the 
voice of. Jacob, but the hand was the 
band of Esau. Mr. Swaneon said that 
the president and secretary of war fa- 
vored making generous concessions to 
sugar and tobacco from Cuba, but this 
bill f af ed to make any concessions to the 
Philippines. Reciprocity treaties pend- 
ing in the senate allow concessions to 
foreign countries, but none to the Phil- 
ippines, which we bold as a part of our 
own country. Holding the Philippines 
by force, weakened instead of strength- 
ened this country. The money we now 
have wasted in the Philippines would 
build us the largest navy in the world. 
The solution of the Philippine problem 
was a congressional declaration to give 
them independence as soon as a stable 
government could be formed. 


Mr. Thayer (Mass.) opposed the bill. 


He said we had- overpowered the Fili- 
pinos but had not conquered them. 
The same spirit of liberty which led 
them to rebel against Spain still ani- 
mated them. This bill, which proposed 
to tax them at both ends of the line, 
woud naturally arouse their resent- 
ment. 


Mr. Grosvenor (O.) recalled the storm

Turning to the question of reciprocity, 
he declared that the Republican party 
was practically solid as to what should 
be done.

either to them or to us: 


Mr. DeArmond (Mo.), who also has re- 


centy returned from the Philippines, 
aroused enthusiasm on the Democratic 
side by a denunciation of the pending 
measure and the entire Philippine pol- 
icy of the administration. He denied 
the necessity of taking the islands or of 
keeping them. "Why not," he asked, 
dispose of them to some country that 
wants colonies?

Washington-£><*. 19.—The clefksan-1 


laborers of the isthmian canal com- 
mission are boxing their books and pa- 
pers for storage and preparing indexes 
which will make the data easy of access, 
as it is expected that an order will be 
issued very soou by the secretary of 
state declaring the commission fnuctus 
officio, formally dissolving it and di- 
recting the' disposal of its archives. It 
is thought that possibly this order may 
be delayed till a bill piovidiug for the 
construction of the canal goes through, 
as that will settle the question whether 
the work is to be done under the aus- 
picies of the war department, and makes 
some difference in the disposition of the 
maps, drawings, figures and reports. 


Friends of the canal enterprise are 


highy gratified at the form taken by rhe 
vote, as the appearance of several 
names in the majerity list indicates that 
what is known as canal sentiment has 
got the better of adverse considerations* 
such as the unwillingness of certain 
stalwart Americans to go abroad and 
ask the consent of any foreign power to 
build a canal on the Vmerlcan conti- 
nent with United States money. This 
idea! has been sticking in the crops of 
several senators, who appfor at last to 
have given way before the demand of 
the country at large for a cat through 
the isthmus. 


It is believed by those who are in a 


position to Know, that the votes of at 
least five cf the nine who voted or 
paired against the treaty v ould have 
voted for ratification if their votes had 
been needed to secure it, as a favorable 
two-thirds was absolutely certain, with 
a handsome* margin to spare. 
These 


men simply put themspves on record as 
opposed to the treaty on £ene:al prin- 
ciples; but it is not assumed that all 
who voted against the treaty wjii vote 
against subsequent canal 
legislation. 


The next move expected is the comple- 
tion by the secretary of state of the ne- 
gotiations- already begun for treaties 
with Nicaragua and Costa Hica, The 
Panama interests will have to work 
fast and work hard if they are to Make 
any headway.

The intercourse laws were 
passed by congress io 1832. 


Russia Edging to Indian Ocean 
Berlin, Dec. 18.—The news of a Russo- 


Persian treaty is received with con- 
siderable doubt in official circles here. 
The Lokal Anseiger considers Persia to 
be today economically a province of 
Prussia and that its political depend- 
ence upon Russia is a certain conse- 
quence. The paper says that Russia is 
now within measurable reach of a foot- 
ing in the Indian ocean.

ed. I ought perhaps to go before the 
grand jury and indict him, but if that 
man will walk up to this stand and lay 
his pistol and a fine of a dollar down here 
I will let him off this time." 


The judge paused, and a lawyer sitting 


just before him got up, slipped hia hand 
into a hip pocket, drew out a neat ivory 
bandied six shooter and laid it, with a 
dollar, upon the stand. 


"TLis is all right," said the judge, "but 


you are not the man I saw with the pis- 
tol." 


Upon this another lawyer arose and 


laid down a Colt's revolver and a dollar 
bill before the judge, who repeated his 
former observation. The process went on 
until nineteen pistols of all kinds and 
sizes and shapes lay upon the stand, to- 
gether with $19 by their side. The judge 
laughed as he complimented the nineteen 
delinquents upon being men. of business, 
but added that the man whom he had 
seen with the pistol had not yet come up, 
and, glancing at the far side of the court, 
be continued: 


"I'll give him one minute to accept my 


proposition, and if he fails I will hand 
him over to the sheriff." 


Immediately two men from the back of 


the court arose and began to move to- 
ward tha judge's stand. Once they stop- 
ped to look at each other and then, com- 
ing slowly forward, laid down their pis- 
tols and their dollars. As they turned 
their backs the judge said: 


"This man with the black whiskers is

The 
room they sat in had two doors, one open- 
Ing into a- passage, the other into Wyn- 
ward's beilroom.

The two officers were read- 
ing some military subject together, hav- 
ing left mess early to pursue their studies. 
Sherbroke, happening to look up Irom his 
book, observed a tnll youth of about 20 
years vt flge, whose appearance was that 
of exttetce emaciation. Struck ^jith tbe 
appearance of a perfect stranger, be 
turned 1C his friend and directed bis at- 
tention to the guest who had broken into 
their studies. As «oon as Wynward saw 
the mysterious stranger he became Tery 
agitated. "I never," Sir John Shei broke 
used to say in lellJng the story afterward, 
"saw a living fac»' assume the appearance 
of a corpse escfpt Wyijward's at that 
moment.'' 
"Good God," Wynvrard ex- 


claimed. "It i» my-brotberF The stranger 
seemed to so into tbe bedroqm. They 
followed bi»:i and found that there was 
no one there. They took note of 'the hour 
and day. 
When the mail came from 


home, there was a letter to Sherbroke 
from a mutual friend asking him to break 
to Wynward the new* that his favorite 
brother was dead. He had died on the 
day and at tlic very hour on which Wyn- 
ward and hia friend bad seen bis spirit 
pass through the apartment.

Mayer E. S. Wilkinson now electee! 


mayor of the city for a third term, is 
the first North Adams mayor to be 
given that honor, his two predecessors 
having been given tivo terms each, lie 
Is perhaps the best known man in the 
city his almost life long connection 
with the business interests of the city 
and his long service in various public 
offices under both town and city forms 
of government having combined 
to 


make his career familiar to all. KB 
has held public office for a longer term 
than almost any oth«r man, having 
been for 16 years treasurer of the town 
city councilman since the city was or 
ganized, president .of the council for 
two years, and mayor for two years. 


E. S. Wilkinson was born in the 


town of Tiowe, in 1842. The family had 
Jived in Blackinton ana returned there 
soon after his birth, so that he is prac 
tically a native of the place. He lived 
there till he was 15 years old, when 
he went to Adams, being employed in 
a drug store, in 1859 he went to Bos 
ton to attend a commercial school and 
returning the next year was made book 
keeper of the Adams national bank, 
with which institution he has since 
been identified. Four years later he 
became cash^ir of the nrank, hold 
ing that position until in June, 1898, 
he succeeded the late S. W. Brayton 
as president of the institution. 
He "was elected town treasurer in 1870 
serving for 16 years and a member 
of the first financial committee of the 
town of North Adams, serving on this 
committee every yar until the town 
was changed into a city.

I had heard 
no sound, everything was as still as 
death, but there was just a consciousness 
that something was outside. 


"I moved cautiously, peered out slowly

VERDICT OF A SARCASTIC LONDONER 


ON UFE IN THE STATES. 


•>»• Painful Part of It I» That B* 


•MB* Hl« Calumnious ConcluclonB 


• *a Hi* Experience* In tne Uantllog 


City «f C»lea*o. 
'America has suffered many \hings at 


the pens of impressionist reporters, who 
kaye depicted the national life as they 
kare observed it in Pulltnun car smoking 
rooms arid in hotel elevators. One of their 
most damaging libels is their accusation 
that this is a country of abnormal rush 
and Epsed, wherein a man must be always 
berried and strained if h<? would keep up 
srlth tho average pace. The Cousin Jon- 
ntnan of tLe conventional English imagi- 
nation is a compound of electric wires aud 
India rubber. I wish to offer my humble 
protest against such a caricature, wiitea 
§ir Lionel Crowninshield. I am not a traii- 
iitory special correspondent, but have 
fpeot several months in one place, aud I 
therefore testify that the great charm of 
American Hie is its vestfuiuess. 


No, I am not living in Philadelphia. 


[With the exception of a few days, I have 
•pent all my time in Chicago and its sub- 
urbs, and it is mainly on my experiences 
of that (so called) hustling city that I 
base my verdict. 


For instance, when I TES its Londoa I 


frequently occupied part of my lunch 
Lour by strolling down Ludgate hill and 
aloug Fleet street. 
Evc-u rain was not a 


Ifreat deterrent, for the level paving of 
the side paths prevented the accumulation 
of puddles and made pedestrianism still 
possible and ngreenble. Yet who would 
willingly walk in Chicago? But for the 
Disillusion of the cable cart I should r^ver 
risit her streets without being carried in 
imagination to the account given by his- 
torians of the London of the eighteenth 
century. 
It does not take long for the 


newcomer to learn that this is a city in 
which it ib always unwholesome and 
•ometimes fatal to take exercise. When 
to the roughness of the pavement and the 
filth of the roadway is added the risk of 
slaughter at the crossings, it is clearly 
prudent to tako no excursions. In spite 
of the superficial evidences of bustle the 
Bet result of the American system is to 
promote sedentary and homekeeping hab- 
its. 


T had an interesting illustration of this 


tendency of American life. I had been in- 
vited to dinner with a friend in an ad- 
joining suburb, but when the evening 
came I was unable to get to him. There 
had been a storm in the morning, a high 
•wind, and so ninny of the poles were down 
that the trolley-cars ^\ere not running. 
As a result of ibis gale we were cut off 
from our neighbors for at least two days. 
If a similar storm had visited London, 
there would probably ha^e been some de- 
lay in the traffic while it was ragins, but 
os it woulc' not have blown the horses to 
pieces within au hour or two the busses 
and trams, to say nothing of the hansoms, 
•would have boon as active as though 
nothing had happened. From this simple 
incident it cau be seen how the system of 
suburban communication adopted in this 
country make it difficult to go gadding 
about. 


Again, there is scarcely anything more 


disconcerting to unsteady nerves than the 
unexpected visitations of the telegraph 
boy. At home one was always getting 
•hocks of this kind. The cost of a mes- 
sage within the United Kingdom is only 
12 cents, so the yellow envelope often dis- 
turbs one's peace vihpii the news it brings 
is comparatively unimportant. It is not 
right that quiet living persons should be 
needlessly aroused, and I am therefore 
glad to discover that in this country no 
encouragement is given to the use of the 
telegraph except on affairs of serious mo- 
ment 


Still more beatific is my emancipation 


from the persistent irritation of the post- 
man's knock. Whop, I think of my daily 
experiences in London, S. E., the calm 
of my present situation seems almost sab- 
batic. Here the latest collection at the 
bos outside my house is at 3:30 p. m.—at 
the chief office of tbe suburb it is at 6:20 
—and the latest of the three deliveries ia 
at 4:30 p. m. It is scarcely necessary to 
emphasize the soporific tendency of this 
programme. In our suburb at home we 
bad one delivery and two collections after 
the hour at which most of my neighbors 
bore go to bed. It often happened that 
the 9:30 p. m. delivery brought me a 
proof which had been posted in the city 
at about G o'clock. I could revise it an<l 
slip it into the pillar bos at the corner of 
the street in time for the 10-50 collection, 
in which cr.se it would be again in the 
printer's hands before breakfast the next 
morning. 1 know well enough that, ac- 
cording to the maxims of Poor Richard, 
it was foolish for me to give my brain 
anything to do at such an hour, but the 
temptation was irresistible. Fortunately 
I am now deprived of the very means to 
do such ill deeds. 


I must confess that, accustomed as I 


tvas to the prompt service of London 
shops and restaurants, I was at first sore- 
ly tried by the loug waiting required of 
the customer in this country. As the 
new sense of repose begins to steal over 
me I am getting to realize that this pa- 
tience is ail for my good. At first I 
especially resented the deliberations of 
the American barber. 
I could not see 


why the operation of having one's hair 
cut should demand the sacrifice of a 
•whole afternoon. This, too, is part of 
the necessary discipline of my unchasten- 
ed spirit. I resented, too, what seemed 
to me the exorbitance of the barber's 
charges until it flashed upon me that he 
was perhaps being paid by time rather 
than 'by the piece. 
In that case his 


tariff, though double that of the Eng- 
lish professional, is nioderate indeed. 


At public meetings of all kinds what 


a deli^atful sense of there being plenty 
of time, to spare^ne gets from the elab- 
orate formalities of the procedure. As I 
get to the bottom of a column on the 
front page of a daily paper I find the in- 
Btauctioa "continued on the fourth col- 
umn of the third page," for all the world 
like the easy going make up of the little 
I'eddlington Gazette. It b all of a piece. 
Wherever one turns there is the same 
pacific Garden of Eden air over all. 
When I next hear of any English friend 
of. mine who has broken down through 
overstrain and has in vain sought res- 
toration in some sanitarium amid the 
lonely hills, I shall strongly recommend 
bull to try Chicago.—Boston. Transcript. <

•honld They Be Condemned to En- 


rich Medical Science? 


AU remedies, from castor oil to anti- 


.ecptie surgery, are the fesult of experi- 
ment unless discovered by accident. 
If 


experiments are prohibited, medical sci- 
ence must remain forever practically at a 
standstill. Shall the state encourage prog- 
ress in the increase of knowledge and the 
relief of human ills by providing subjects 
for Ciperiment in using what is now 
Wasted or worse than wasted, or shall 
the state continue to outlaw snch progress 
by failing to provide investigators with 
proper subjects for experiment? 


At tbe present time the progress of med- 
:caJ- science is interfered with continually 
by lie lack of human subjects fnv experi- 
mentation. It is of nwe vital impor- 
flMffce for the state to provide subjects 
for accredited investigators than it is to 
provide our medical colleges with subjects 
for dissection in the study of anatomy, j 
|a^^a^^jviu? subjects are not provid- 
ME WS P A PER fl R C H1V E ® « _ . 


t'd by the state, study for the discovery of 
relief of human ills is outlawed, just as 
the study of anatomy was outlawed whea 
it was necessary to rob graveyards in or- 
der to get subjects for the use of students 
in the dissecting room. 


The modern investigator along these 


lines, as a rule, first tries his experiments 
on animals, and, if a number of these 
prove successful, in fear and trembling he 
usually tries them on some hopeless case, 
under unfavorable conditions, generally 
a poor hospital patient who is not likely 
to have friends to cause trouble in case of 
failure. If the patient dies, the secret is 
preserved in the bosom of the investigator 
or shared with a few professional breth- 
ren; if the experiment is a success, all the 
world rejoices, and the discoverer is writ- 
ten down in history a*, a benefactor of the 
race, which he surely is. 


Nevertheless, progress must be slow 


and uncertain if investigation can only be 
cairied on under such difficulties which 
absolutely forbid all scientific investiga- 
tion in many fields. In the meantime 
hundreds of thousands of our fellow men 
in our own country alone are dying annu- 
ally of diseases that should be under our 
control, and all because our investigations 
must be confined almost exclusively to 
animals. 


And yet is not one human life worth 


more than the lives of many animals? 
Are not the lives of btmdieds of thou- 
sands of more account than the few score 
of murderers whose lives are thrown 
away annually for the sake of vengeance? 
We cannot afford to waste a single hu- 
man life, not even the life of a murderer, 
because his life may be used to save 
countless lives.—American Journal of So- 
ciology.

these bad thick cork soles. The colors of 
the foot coverings were various, red being 
the favorite hue for warriors and purple 
for other characters. Slaves wore a low 
shoe, bearing the name of sock, which 
was also the ordinary footwear of come- 
dians. From this circumstance arose the 
well known phrase of "sock and buskin," 
BO generally associated with the drama.

FOR A HOLIDAY DINNER. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


Without desiring or attempting to 


inggest what yon shall eat for a Christ- 
mas dinner I will suggest at this time 
several dishes that will be seasonable 
at about that time and from the num- 
ber you may s°'ect something that will 
please your guests on that day when 
good things are always in order. 


1 am one of those who esteem ver> 


highly the goose as a central figure on 
the occasion of a formal dinner. Prop- 
erly cooked it cannot fail to please al- 
most every one. 
If you have an old 


bird it must be parboiled, as otherwise 
it may bo tough and too fatty to be 
liked. When you receive tbe bird from 
the market it should be well washed 
both inside and out, both to remove 
the oil and also to take off the _ dirt 
which often adheres to nny fat animal. 


In Bluffing put the bulk of the stuffing 


in the neck, nfter the crop has been re- 
moved. I prefer for a goose a potato 
and onion stuffing, the recipe for which 
I will give in this article. 
Truss the 


bird by pinning the wings closely to 
the body with skewers, then tie the 
logs closely to the body with a stout 
twine and bind down the neck on the 
back. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper 


and dust with flour and bake in a hot 
oven for-two hours, basting as often as 
every fifteen minutes. 
It is essential 


that the oven be very hot when the 
goose is first put in, even if the heat 
is moderated later on. 


To make the stuffing cook one onion, 


fipely chopped, with one quarter of a 
cupful of finely chopped salt pork, ten 
minutes. 
Stiain and add to the fat 


one and one-quarter cupfuls of soft, 
stale bread crumbs, two cupfuls of hot 
mashed potato, one-third cupful of but- 
ter, one-half cupful each of chopped 
celery and English walnut meats, one 
egg, slightly beaten, and salt, pepper 
and sage to taste. 


A nice ontree for & dinner of this 


kind will be tound in chicken timbales 
with mushroom sauce and the dish Is 
one very easily prepared. 
Cook one- 


quarter of a cupful of stale bread 
crumbs with a half cupful of milk five 
minutes, add two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, one cupful of cold, cooked, chopped 
chicken, tiro beaten eggs, some salt, 
pepper frail a few drops of onion juice. 
Mix well together and turn into tim- 
bale molds. Bake in a pan of hot water 
until 
firm. 
Serve 
with 
mushroom 


sauce. 


For this sauce cut six large mush- 


room tops into strips and cook them 
on a moderate fire in three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter for five minutes. Dredge 
with two and one-half tablespoonfuls ot 
flour, add three-quarters of a cupful of 
rich white stock and three-quarters of 
a cupful of cream. 
Cook two minutes 


longer, add one tablespoonful of but- 
ter aiid(. serve. 


I also often serve baked macaroni 


with roast goose and I prepare it in.thls 
way. 
(AT hen well cooked macaroni is 


sure to be appreciated but poorly pre- 
pared it is a tasteless mess that no one 
likes.) Break up the sticks into several 
piece« and put it on to cook in boiling 
salted water and cook rapidly until the 
paste will hang limply over a fork and 
not slip off. Butter a 'baking dish thor- 
oughly and cover the bottom with the 
cooked macaroni, sprinkle with grated 
cheese, dust with pepper and salt, and 
dot over generously with pieces of but- 
ter. Continue the layers until the dish 
is full, finishing with the cheese. Now 
blond ono*teaspoonful of flour with one 
cupful of cream, or very rich milk, and 
pour this over the macaroni, ^making 
little openings with a fork for it to 
run through the mass. 
Bake until a 


rich brown in a moderate- oven, then 
cover with a. plate and let stand for a 
quarter of an hour in a hot closet. The 
latter is not absolutely essential b'ut it , 
tends to soften the browned cheese and 
make the dish more desirable. If you 
have a very large .dish it may be de- 
sirable to use more cream as it is bet- 
ter to have the cream when served not 
too thick. 


For 
sweets for 
your 
dinner try 


creamed walnuts: Beat the white of 
an egg to a stitt froth, add gradually 
eight taMespoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
beat well together and flavor -with v»- 
nilla. Halve English walnuts and put 
the cream between them. 
Press to- 


gether and set away to harden. This 
amount of filling should be sufficient for 
fifty nuts. 


NUT AND CELERY SALAD. 


Put on* cupful of English walnuts in 


a saucepan, add two slices of onion, 
one-half of a teaspoonful of salt, one 
bay leaf and one blade of mace. Cover 
with boiling water and boil ten minutes. 
Then throw into ice water until chilled, 
when drain aud dry on a towel. With 
these blanched nuts put sufficient celery 
to make a pint; mix all together, add 
one tablespoonful of orange rind minced 
very fine and one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley. 
Marinate 
with a 


French dressing and garnish with the j 
blanched tips of the celery.

r 'APPLE PDPDINQ A LA WAL- 


DORF. 
Peel, core and slice sufficient apple? 


lo fill a baking dish. Butter the dish 
thickly »nd put in the apples in layers, 
alternating them with stale cake crumb? 
and a little melted butter, using two ta- 
blespoonfuls of the latter to a pint of 
ap))le.s. Have the last layer a thick one 
of the cake crumbs and put in a mod- 
erately hot oven until the apples arc 
tender. 
Tbep beat together two egg* 


and two tablespoonfuls of sugar (more 
sugar if the apples are very tart), add 
one cupful of cream and pour it over 
the apple?. 
Return to the oven until 


the pudding is rich goldea brown and 
•erve with cream. 


POTTED TONGUE. 
Wash a fresh beef tongue, corer .with 


boi!ing water, add one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and simmer for thrcs 
hours. Skin it, trim off the roots and 
chop fine. Return to the fire with pint 
of the pot liquor, salt and pepper to 
taste, one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
clove, a dash of nutmeg, a teaspoonful 
of onion juice and one-quarter of ^a tea- 
spoonful 
of made mustard. 
Simmer 


slowly until the liquid has almost evap- 
orated, then cool and pound to a paste 
with quarter of a pound of butter. Pack 
into small jars, por* over 
sufficient 


melttd bulter to corerTlind set away in 
t cold place. 


SPICED BEEF TONGUE, 


Mix together one cupful of sagar, one- 


quarter of a teaspoonful of saltpetre, 
one tablespoonfnl each of bruised whole 
cloves and 
peppercorns; 
add three 


quarts of very strong hot brine, turn 
Into a deep earthen jar and let stand 
until cold. 
Place in it a fresh beef 


tongue and let it stand for ten days/ 
Wash and dry the tongue, roll in a 
paste* of flour and water, and bake in a 
greased pan in a moderate oven for two 
hours. Remove the crust, skin it, trim 
off the roots and set aside until cold. 
Serve in very ftin slices with a good 
salad. 


CHICORY WITH CREAM SAUOE. 


Remove the outer leaves from four 


heads of chicory, wash in cold water, 
place in a saucepan, cover with boiling 
water and half a tablespoonful of salt, 
boil ten minutes, drain and rinse off with 
boiling water. 
Return the chicory to 


the saucepan, cover with fresh boiling 
water, cook five minutes, drain and lay 
in cold water for a few minutes. Thea 
chop finely, add a tablespoonful of 
melted butter, one teaspoonful of salt, 
one-quarter teaspoonful of pepper and 
a sprinkle of nutmeg. 
Stir and cook 


five minutes, dust with a half teaspoon- 
ful of flour, add three-quarters cupful 
of milk, stir, cook a few minutes and 
serve immediately. 


CREAM SLAW. 


Into a saucepan put one-half of a ta- 


blespoonful of butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one cupful of vinegar 
and heat td tho boiling point. Rub one 
level teaspoonful of flour to a paste with 
two tablespoonfuls of sour cream; add 
one beaten eg;? and six tablespoonfuls 
more of the sour cream. Pour over this 
carefully the hot vinegar mixture and 
return to the fire, stirring until thicken- 
ed. Sjrain it OT.ex.two quarts of finely 
sSaved cabbage which has previously 
been seasoned with one-half of a tea- 
spoouful of f,alt and one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of pepper. 


WALNUT LOAF CAKE.. 


Cream together one-half of a cupful 


of butter and one cupful of sugar; add 
the well-beaten yolks of three eggs and 
beat well. Stir in alternately three cup- 
fuls of sifted flour . and one cupful of 
milk. Add one cnpful of finely chopped 
walnut meats, one teaspoonful of vanilla 
and the whipped whites of the eggs and 
beat for fire minutes. Stir in two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, pour into a 
well greased loaf pan and bake about 
three-quarters of an hour in a nioderate 
oven. 


FRENCH TEA CREAM. 


Scald one quart of cream, take from 


the fire, add one tablespoouful of any 
preferred kind of tea, stir for a moment, 
cover closely for six minutes and then 
strain. 
Return to the fire in a double 


boiler with five eggs and five table- 
spoonfuls of r>u£ir beaten together and 
added to it and stir until as thick as 
custard. 
T.ike from the fire, add one 


box of gelatinp, which has been soaked 
in one cupful of cold water, and stir un- 
til dissolved. Strain into a wetted moid 
and set away until firm. Serve with 
whipped cream. 


CUTLETS A LA REFORM. 


Select the cutlets from the best part 


of the nock and trim them in the usual 
way. Dip them in beaten egg and roll 
in finely grated bread crumbs and fry. 
For tho sauce prepare a rich brown 
gravy and to it add the strained juice of 
a lemon, a good sprinkle of sugar and 
cayenne and a tablespoonful of currant 
jelly. Boil this up well, skim .and strain 
and pour it around tho cutlets with little 
heaps of hard boiled'egg for a garnish. 


BAKED PANCAKES. 


At night put some ^read crumbs to 


soak in a quart of som- milk and in the 
morning rnb the mixture through a 
sieve and add four well-beaten 
eggs, 


two teaspoonfuls of soda dissolved in a 
little water, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and enough cornmeal to make 
them tho consistency of ordinary griddle 
cakes. Bake them as the English and 
Scotch do. 


MUTTON PIES. 


Cut the mutton into small pieces and 


remove all bone. Season and stew with 
(he fat, also cut in pieces, putting in no 
water. Cook until tender, remove the 
fat and allow the meat to cool. Have 
ready some gravy made from the bones, 
season well, add an onion and ponr on 
to the meat, placing the whole In little 
pattypans lined with puff paste. Bake 
to a rich brown. 


SOUR CREAM PIE. 


Line two pie plates with puff paste 


rolled out very thin, prick well with a 
fork and bake in a quick oven. 
Mis 


together one-half 'a cupful of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of flour, a pinch of 
salt and the grated rind of one lemon. 
Add gradually to this four well-beaten 
eggs, one pint of thick sour cream and 
the strained juice of one-half a lemon. 
Pour into the baked crust and return to 
the oven, which should be cooler than 
before, until the mixture is firm in the 
centre. Serve very cold. 


SCOTCH FIG PUDDING. 


Scrape two ounces of suet and rub 


Into a cupful of grated bread crumbs; 
add one cleft of orange peel cut very 
fine, one cupful of milk, two eggs, one 
tablespoonful of sugar, one teaspoonfui 
each of ginger and cinnamon. Add one- 
half of a pound of finely chopped figs 
and a pinch of salt. Butter a pudding 
mold and steam three and one-half 
hours. 


FRIED SWEET POTATO CAKES. 
Form cold, mashed sweet potato into 


small, flat cakes; roll in flour and saute 
in butter.

A SUSPECT'S ACCOUNT OF HIS FIRST 


DAY IN A FILTHY CELL 


Covered Almost Initantly With Hor- 


rid and Hunicry Vermla—Wemrluft 
tbe Cloak of a Diseased Convict. 
How Time !• Failed la tbe Jail* ot 
Rniwia. 
I was taken into one of the little courts 


in which were four cells, each with room 
(or ten persons. 
The sleeping berths 


Were for ten persons, but the space be- 
tween these berths and the wall was so 
•arrow as to make it difficult for all the 
ton to walk at once. Several of them 
generally sit or lie on the berths. All the 
cells were open, and the prisoners were 
in the court. Some were mending their 
ragged clothing, some knitting stockings, 
eoine merely lying or sitting in the sun. 
Most of them, however, were employed 
in destroying parasites in their hair or 
clothing. 


Several persons surrounded me and 


asked who I was, how long I was to 
etay and where I was going. No one 
inquired why I was in prison. 
That 


question is considered impolite in prison 
•ociety. After having satisfied the curi- 
osity of the- questioners, t-iost of whom 
were in chains and v/ere to be trans- 
ported to Siberia, I was taken into a 
cell, T\ here a vacant place was shown 
me on a sleeping berth an ell wide, with 
-» dirty pillow stuffed with straw and no 
mattress or blanket, for both of which 
the prisoner's cloak serves. 


The prisoner who showed me my place 


was the "elder of the ward" (starosta). 
He was very amiable to me and recom- 
mend^d one berth, remarking: "There's 
plenty of room here. There sire only ten 
of us. In all the other cells there are 15. 
That's why I put you here." The fact 
is that the elder was building hopes on 
me. He had noticed that I wore spec- 
tacles and had therefore concluded that 
I must be a "gentleman" and of course 
must know how to write, and he was just 
then very anxious to write a petition. 


I of course consented and asked him to 


explain to me his business. He began an 
account, from which my attention was 
distracted by a sudden sensation of burn- 
ing all over. "Oh! Is it they?" he asked, 
breaking off. "They?" I repeated, won- 
dering. He nodded. My experience was 
familiar to him. "Never mind," he said 
consolingly, "they only bite so furiously 
just at first. Ton won't feel them after a 
bit."I' tore off my cloak. My shirt was lit- 
erally covered with vermin. They were 
in such swarms that I stood horror strick- 
en. It seemed to me that 1 must die from 
them. My new friend, still trying to con- 
eole me, helped me off with my shirt, and 
•we went out into the court. Laying down 
the cloak in the hot sunshine to get warm, 
•we employed ourselves in clearing the 
ehirt of vermin. Before laying the cloak 
on the ground the elder held it up for me 
to look at. and it seemed to me to be al- 
most froc from in=iHts. But after a few 
minutes he called my attention to it 
again. 


The vermin hidden in the coarse canvas 


texture had come out to the heat It was 
only then that I understood in what con- 
dition the clothing was that had been giv- 
en me. I drew back with the bitter con- 
viction that it was useless to struggle 
against such endless legions. But my in- 
structor assured me that there was no 
need to despair, that I must have pa- 
tience and that by working at it ffi hours 
a day one could get rid of a great many 
in two days. There was nothing for it but 
to follow his advice; not that I had any 
hope of success, but rather from sheer 
desperation. But we had not long to sit 
in the court. At 7 p. m. our names were 
called over, and we were locked up in the 
cell. We lighted some tiny lamps, filled 
with grease, and went on with our work. 


Some bad contrived to get hold of a 


pack of cards and spent the time m play- 
' ing, though with frequent interruptions, 
ns at any moment thp sentinel might look 
in and catch the gamblers in the act, 
Which would have resulted in a search 
and the confiscation of the cards. One of 
the prisoners, therefore, stood admiring 
the beauties of the darkness, acting mean- 
while as scout, and gave notice with a 
movement of his foot every time the sen- 
tinel rpproached. Then instantly all the 
gamblers would put on the most innocent 
air and occupy themselves in some other 
•way. At 5 a. m. we were let out. 1 had 
not slept at all nor obtained one moment's 


• relief from the torment of the vermin. 


The prisoners crowded round the well 


and drank. Some took off their clothing 
and washed it, remaining naked while 
they did so. The morning chillidess was 
still in the air. I and my new friend re- 
sumed our toil of the day before. 
He 


was evidently well accustomed to the 
work and 'looked compassionately upon 
my ignorance and clumsiness. "You 
don't a bit know how to manage. 
You 


look-half afraid of them. You shouldn't 
go at it • so gingerly. 
I know whose 


cloak that is," he went on. "A fortnight 
ago there was a fellow here—'Jack Fool" 
•we used to call him. Quite a natural one, 
yon know. 


"He was always soft in his head, and 


then he was ill, too—just all over wounds- j 
and sores from head to foot. Well, there 
he'd lie, and of course he got all ovei 
these creatures. 
He never tried to got 


rid of theni. Of course a decent fellow 
•wouldn't let his cloak get into that state 
but the fool didn't care—not he. H< 
•didn't seem to have any feeling some 
how." 


On learning the biography of my cloak 


1 appealed to him in horror to know 
whether I conld not possibly get it chang 
ed for another. 
He at first maintained 


that it was quite needless, that he could 
get rid of the vermin, that one conld not 
catch diseases from clothes, etc., but he 
failed to convince me. "Of course," he 
remarked at last, "one can get it chang- 
ed. It'll cost a lot, but it can be done 
Here, sir, anything can be got for mon 
ey. Why, not only clean things, you can 
have spirits, playing cards, paper, pen' 
and ink—anything you like." 


My cloaK was changed that day. Pris 


' oners are not allowed to have money ii 
their possession, but a prisoner who ha 
money to his account in the office ca: 
buy things in the prison shop by order. 


The dealer, like a banker, cashes yon 


order, though in goods instead of mono? 
and takes 20 per cent himself for troubi 
and risk. 


That evening I felt far less misernli1 


in consequence of a clean cloak.—Fr< 
Russia. 


THt PECULIAR BAGWORM. 


hU Cuban Caterpillar !• the ««b- 


Ject of a Queer Superstition. 


Tlv-e is a certain species of caterpillar 
hat kiot only litters the outside of its 
-ionic ftith twigs and small bits of wood, 
but uUo has the power of taking its shel- 
ter \\ith it wherever it decides to move. 
It has a habit peculiar to the bagworm or 
house builder moth, a caterpillar found in 
certain parts of Cuba. 


The bagworm first weaves for its use 


a silken sack. It then collects all kinds of 
splinters and tiny wood fragments, which 
are fastened in some way to the outside 
of the sack. 


There it makes its home until fully ma- 


tured, at which period it enters the sack 
entirely and is changed to"a grub or pupa. 
Here the female, a grublike creature 
without wings, toys her eggs, remaining 
inside till death. 


The male pupa, however, has a better 


future, for in a short while it works its 
way out from the lower end of the sack, 
and then by some process similar to that 
of the butterfly is changed to a beautiful 
moih, with brightly colored wings, hav- 
ing white stripes across its back. This, 
of course, ends its career as a bagworm. 


It is before it is grown that,the bag- 


worm lives in its portable home and has 
the habit of moving from place to place. 


This is done by stretching forth the 


body, getting a foothold and crawling 
along with the sack dangling behind. Th'is 
would seem awkward, and indeed the 
bagworm presents a peculiar appearance 
crawling from limb to limb, and almost 
pulled off by its load of wood. In this 
way, 
though, it is not only sure of a 


home, but the entrance is so constructed 
that the sides can be pulled together, thus 
affording protection in time of attacks 


It seems strange, though, that when the 


bag-worm is almost grown the sack hangs 
down from the body; when young, is car- 
ried in a straight line with it. 


These caterpillars are naturally a 


source of much wonder to the natives of 
Cuba, who are superstitious regarding a 
worm which litters its house with so 
much wood, and this in a country where 
fire for the sake of warmth is not a ne- 
cessity. 


The old Spanish legend has it that bag- 


worrus are the incarnations of kindling 
wood thieves, who now, after death, must 
carry on their backs their load of plun- 
der, thus atoning for their thefts until 
they become moths.

Pure Water. 


Thrifty housewives when they are pay- 


Ing to tlu* luitchor the amount of their 
weekly account do not realize that a 
ar?e part of the food for which they are 
Pitting is water—pure water. 
It is not Very generally realized how 
•neb water there is in solid food. Cer- 
uin it is that no natural food is without 
vater. raryiug in amount from 5 to 97 
JIT cent, or only 3 per cent short of pure 
vuter itself. Milk, even straight from 
he cow, contains very nearly 90 pe» 
tut of water or, to be more accurate, 
i-oni 87 to 88 per cent. 
Some solid foods contain more water 
ban does milk. This is especially true of 
egetnbles nr.d fruits. 
Thus the turnip 


outruns over 90 per cent of water, the 
abbase neatly the same amount and the 
•ucumber and vegetable marrow about 
Jo per cent, while among fruits the 
strawberry contains nearly 90 per cent of 
water, the up pie 82 per cent and grapes 
•iG pei cent. 


Even the va:ious meats used as food 


contain an amount of water far in excess 
of the amount of solid constituents. Thus 
three-fo-mhs of beef aud mutton consist 
of water, which is paid for with the res* 
at the regular rate per pound. Lamb 
contains less water—namely, 64 per cent; 
pork still less, G0.9 per cent, and bacon 
only 22.3 per cent. JLt would appear that 
as the fl("ih foods increase in the amount 
of fat the proportion of water as a rule 
diminishes. Coming to birds, the flesh of 
the fowl and duck contains about 70 per 
cent of water and that of the pigeon 75 
per cent, while the flesh of the goose con- 
tains only 38 per cent, the last being an- 
other example of the fat increasing with 
ti correspond ng diminution in the propor- 
tion of water. 


Fishes contain from 40 to 80 per cent 


of water. The egg, one of the meat pow- 
erful of nuuitm's, contains 65.5 per cent 
of water, th<> v hite consisting of 86 per 
cent and the jolk of 50.9, per cent. The 
latter, of course, is the more nourishing 
part. As a rule,, foods containing a small 
proportion of water are not fit for human 
consumption until they are cooked, which 
commonly mi-ans reducing them to a di- 
gestible state by adding water and boiling 
or baking, and so when they are actually 
partaken of they contain a good percent- 
age of water. 


Wheat flour, for example, contains only 


12,,. per cent of water, while bread con- 
tains nearly 50 per cent. It would appear 
to be necessary, therefore,that food should 
be in a decidedly moist condition befoi'e 
It is fit for use. and thus water plays a 
role in food which at first sight does not 
seem evident. 
Bacteria cannot live or 


net except under a wet environment, and 
.chemical change under absolutely dry 
conditions is impossible; therefore with- 
out moisture life would cease and the 
great vital processes would come to an 
end. 


The Water Carnlvorei.

this'is peikaps because the minute, al- 
most invisible* creatures of which the riv- 
ers and pond* ere full, and which ai'p the 
main food of tl;e saallrr water carnivnra, 
lire iHit'r.ly o-i cecar u? vegetable sub- 
etance, which is practically converted and 
condensed into microscopical animals be- 
fore these become in turn tbe food of 
Others. 


It is as if all trees and grass on land 


were first eaten by locusts or white ants 
and tbe locusts and white ants were then 
eaten by semicarnivorous cows and sheep, 
which were in turn eaten by true carniv- 
ora. The water w'eeds, both when living 
and decaying, are eaten by the entomo- 
straca, the entomostraca are eaten by the 
larvae of insects, the perfect insects are 
eaten by the fish and the fish are eaten by 
men, otters and birds. 


Thus we eat the products of the water 


plants at four removes in a fish, while we 
eat that of the grass or turnips only in 
the secondary form—beef or mutton.— 
Spectator. 


Orant'n Name. 


Not many Americans know that Hiram 


TJ. Grant was the eighteenth president 
of the United States. Yet it is true, for 
"Ulysses Simpson" was never Jegally the 
name of the general. 


The etory of how it came about was 


told by a member of congress, Thomas 
L. Hamer, who recommended young 
Grant as a candidate for West Point in 
1839. 
Mr. Hamer had long been a friend 


of tbe Grants, but when he came to ' 
make out the application papers for I 
Ulysses he could not recall the boy's full 
name, oo, deciding that he was doubt- 
*less named for his mother's family, ho 
wrote it "Ulysses Simpson Grant." Thus 
was it recorded at West Point, and 
though the attention of the officials was 
eeveral times called to the error they 
not feel authorized to correct it. Th 
name was gradually adopted, and by it 
Grant was and always will be known. 
But as for any record of the birth of 
"Ulysses" Simpson Grant," that does not 
exist.—Franklin B. Wiley in Ladies' 
Home Journal.

As a rule, the only things that fasci- 


nate the tourist in a Japanese play are 
the quaintness of the stage arrange- 
ments and the weird nnintelligibility of 
the acting. The stage is enormous, and the 
actors reach it by walking through the 
audience on two platforms extending 
from the back of the auditorium to the 
footlights. Properties are removed dur- 
ing the performance by attendants in 
black cloaks, who are supposed to be in- 
visible. 


As a rule, two long plays are presented 


consecutively, with a tableau between, 
and the performances begin at 10 in the 
morning. You leave your shoes at one of 
the many teahouses around the theater 
and enter your box to find it supplied 
with a tobacco box, tea and cakes, with 
luncheon to come. 
The voices on the 


stage at once strike you as hard and arti- 
ficial and either too shrill or too gruff. 
But the reason is plain. ''The traditional 
samisen, a three stringed guitar, follows 
the performer like a curse from start to 
finish. Unless he pitched his voice above 
or below its nates he could not be heard," 
There is no doubt of the effect on the 
audience. Especially do the wonderful 
facial expressions of the actors work up- 
on the women. A rush to the "tear- 
room" during a pathetic passage is quite 
common. There the susceptible playgoer 
may weep her heart out in comfort. 


As men and women are not allowed to 


appear on the same stage the female 
parts are taken by men. On the other 
hand, at som» theaters where the per- 
formers are all women you may see male 
parts sustained by actresses. 
This is 


only one among thp many conventions 
and restrictions which hamper the Jlrama 
in Japan. Another is the extraordinary 
ascendency of the actor over tho author. 
A successful actor is the darling of-the 
people. Purses are thrown at his feet 
as he walks toward the stage, and loYf 
letters are sent to his dressing room, for 
"the Japanese matinee girl is very sus- 
ceptible." He may make £5,000 in four 
.weeks. The author is only one member 
of a kind of committee which devises the 
play, and his remuneration is trumpery.— 
London Academy.

election, "'he chief feature of the vote 
was the small majority given him, a 
majority of only 104. 


Mayor Wilkinson carried four wards 


But 
he carried th* sixth ty a lead of onlv 
one vote, his greatest lead being in 
ward 5, which gave him a majority 
of 155. He had a lead of -32 in the 
first v.ard and 79 in the third. 


Mr. Mack, with a totaj vote of 1604, 


had the largest vote every given a 
defeated candidate. 


The 
Mack men had figured on a 


small vote, with 1600 for him, which 
they counted on to elect. 
The to'al 


vote was much larger than had been 


j expected, however, being only about 


150 below the record breaking vote of 
a year a. r>.

blank votes for mayor, while last year 
^here were 181. 


The successful 
council 
candidates 


all liad votes of over 1200. Raoul Ber- 
nard had the largest vote of any, al- 
though it exceeded that of the next in 
order by only^ two.

fact is that V. A. Whitaker and Her- 
vey Burnham had exactly the same 
number of votes, 1354, standing next 
to Mr. Bernard . Another interesting 
fact is that the first four men on the 
Hst were elected. 


By war*, Mr Bernard 
had 
the 


highest number of votes in the seo- 
ond, fourth and seventh wards. Mr. 
Davis had the most in the first ward, 
Mr. Weber in the 
third 
and 
Mr. 


Whitaker in the fifth and sixth. 


Five of the newly elected council- 


men are republicans, and two dcmoi- 
crats. 


John F. Bowes was re-elected ag- 


sessor by carrying every ward in the 
city except the fifth. 


On the license question, every ward 


except 
the first voted for license. 


Last year every ward except the fifth 
went for license. The license major- 
ity this year, 468, is larger than 
at 


any election since 
1895, when city 


officers were first efected 


The two school committeemen who 


were running 
for 
re-election 
were 


easy winners. In only one ward, the 
fifth, did J. Tracey Potter run ahead 
of either of the others. Mi Reynolds, 
as was anticipated, ran far Mow the 
r«st of the ticket. 


North Adams followed in the line of 


most of the other cities in, the state in 
making the term 
of the city clerk 


three years instead of one. The yes 
vote on this question was overwhel- 
mingly I'arge, every ward in the city 
voting for it. 


The chief of the 
fire 
department 


fared very differently from the call 
men in the way of salary increase. 
Every ward in the city voted against 
giving it to the chief 
while every 


ward voted in favor of giving it to 
the call men. The chief asked for an 
increase from $900 to $1200. The call 
men have been getting $65 a year each 
with no grading of salaries for lengths 
of service 
or 
for 
responsibility of 


positions. They will now be paid ac- 
cording to the following schedule: 1st 
assistant engineer $200; 2d assistant 
engineer $175; captains $125 each; Jieui- 
tenants $112 each; permanent men $780 
each; firemen, who have served one 
year, $80; who have served two years 
$100 each. As most of the 
firemen 


have served for two yesf-s, they will 
receive the larger sum at once. 


The election passed

quietly, 


following what has b«en a compara- 
tively quiet campaign. The vote came 
in steadily all day long, and by noon 
was seen to be much larger than had 
been expected.

Mr. Ma'ck was seen last evening by 


a Transcript reporter, who found him 
in a cheerful frame of rsind and in 
no mood for complaining. Be said 
that he felt that the narrow margin 
by which he was 
defeated 
by 
the 


strongest man the republicans could 
have nominated was a great compli- 
ment to him. He said if he had been 
willing to make certain pledges, par- 
ticularly with reference to the appoint 
ment of a license commissioner, he 
could have been elected, but that was 
one of the things he would not do. He 
said he gave no pledge or promise to 
any iran and he was satisfied that for 
his refusal to do this he had been de- 
feated. 


Mr. Mack said he mad<" his fight on 


issues, and not men. 
"No one could 


attack my opponent as a man," be 
said. He believed the seed had-been 
sown for better 
municipal gover^- 


ment in North Adams, and said that 
he hoped that the campaign would 
place the city where 
it 
belonged, 


among the first cities of Western 
Massachusetts. He .felt repaid for all 
that he had done, and desired to thank 
the friends who had stood so loyally 
by him. 


"We are all friends again now," he 


said, "and it is the duty of every 
North Adams citizen to stand firmly 
by the administration and 
help 
to

MAY LEAVE ADAMS 


Graham and Clark Have 


Been Flooded Five Times 


in Two Years 


SAY TOWN COULD,PREVENT IT 


But Selectmen Refuse to Act and Firm 


Proposes to Move Its Woolen 


Business Elsewhere. 
Em- 


ploy 150 Hands 


Tha town of Adams, which has been 


booming industriously for 
the last 


few years in a way to attract th« at- 
tention of the county and the state, is 
in danger of losing; one of its manu- 
facturing- firms unless something: is 
done, and that without unnecsessary 
delay. The firm in question is that 
of Graham & Clark, who took posses- 
sion of the old Phillips miM above 
Maple Grove two years ago and have 
since been doing a good business in 
the manufacture or woolen goods. The 
firm employs about 150 hands and the 
mill has been running very steadily 
except at such times as high water 
has interfered. 


The mill stands in a location, where 


it sufferes severely every time there 
is a freshet, and the matter is one 
that could be remedied by th« totro, 
and the nrni feels that ifc should be. 
The water flows over the road some 
distance above the mill 
and 
runs 


down and floods the boiler room and 
other parts of the mill, de'aying busi- 
ness and doing much damage. By 
raising the river bank at the point 
where the trouble begins this draw- 
back would be done away with and 
the mill would not be subject to these 
frequently recurring 
washouts. 
The 


mill suffered severely at the time of i 
the August flood, but that was such 
an unusual, storm that no fault would i 
have been found if that had been the 
only trouble. 
It 
got another 
bad 


washout last Sunday, and altogether 
the firm has suffered from high water 
five different times since opening the 
mill two years ago.

Many people of the town 
feel that it is time to act, as the loss 
of the industry would be felt, and 
no one wants to see it moved away. 
It Is understood that the expense of 
fixing the river bank so that these 
washouts would not happen would 
not be excessively large, ami if th,= 
•firm really decides to move away un- 
less the change is made a public senti 
ment will probably be -aroused that 
will lead to prompt action on the part 
of tne town.
